Miss Watsons Tmpressed 
By Youth Movement 


___. EUROPEAN TOUR RELATED 


> ‘THE PROGRESS’ of the “Student 
Movement for World Peace” in 

the war against war, was forcefully 
impressed upon Miss Lella Watson, 
junior college ‘teacher in her tour of 
Europe during the summer months. 

On her return voyage she met a 
group of students from some of the 
American eastern colleges. They had 
been traveling through countries of 
Europe during the summer to advo- 
cate the world peace movement. 

Because of her study of foreign 
languages and peoples, Miss Watson 
was strongly interested in the stu- 
dent work. In the party were young 
men and women of Swarthmore, Vas- 
sar, Smith‘ and other colleges. 

The ‘students explained that they 
were aiding in advancing the world- 
wide movement of all classes, nations 

“and races seeking to establish the 
unity. of the human family and the 
spirit of friendship. _The members of 
the “Fellowhsip of Youth for Peace’ 
propose to remove the causes of war, 
economic and racial as well as po- 
litical, and to work for international 
"justice and good will. 

“JY wish every junior college stu- 
dent might have met those vigorous, 
purposeful young men and women,” 
Miss Watson declared. “It is the 
task,” she said, “of the rising gen- 
eration to build a world in which sus- 
picion, hatred and war will be re- 

laced by mutual trust, good will and 
‘ellowship.” 

Miss Watson charged that the one 
hope of the world was the “sympa- 
thetic-understanding of foreign proh- 
lems that alone will make impossible 
the next worl war.” : 

During her tour of Europe, Miss 

Watson studied languages at: the Sor- 
bonne University in Paris. She made 
trips to Spain and Gerniany. At Hei- 
delberg, eeny she visited the 
grave of Ebert, first president of the 
German republic. 
‘Many other points of interest were 
sought out by Miss Watson in hex 
tour. In Paris she attended some of 
the cabarets. Madrid, the capital of 
Spain was visited. The summer 
months were spent by Miss Watson 
in the European tour.
